Massasoit and his braves, no doubt, en- 
joyed it all greatly, as the thanksgiving 
idea was entertained by the Indians be- 
fore their contact with the whites, and in 
their celebrations there was much excess. 
How much "comfortable warm water" 
the grave and n vercnd elders themselves 
consumed during those three dajs of jol- 
lity, Bradford does not say. 


In 1022 there is no mention of thanks- 


giving, but in 1023 a day was kept, not, 
however, in the autumn as a lurvest fes- 
tival, but in July, upon the arrival of 
some provisiors.

York last Monday. Thisjear being the 
centennial New York determined to outdo 
itself and to have a celebration that 
should be memorable.

curtain, Mr Lane, President 
of the 


Chamber of Commerce, tendered th» 
statue to the Government, and President 
Arthur in accepting it said "Mr. Prcsi 
dent and fellow citizens—It is fitting 
that other lips than mine should givt 
voice to the sentiments of pride and 
pleasure which this occasion cannot fan 
to inspire in every breast. To myself ha& 
been assigned but a slight part in tht 
day's sen ices, and I shall not exceed itv 
limits. 1 have come to this historic spot. 
where the first President of the Republic 
took oath to preserve, protect and defend 
its Constitution, simply to accept, on be- 
half of the Government, this tribute to 
hit memory. Long may the noble statue 
you have here set up stand where you 
have placed it—a monument alike to 
your own generosity and public spirit 
and to the wisdow and virtue and genius 
of the immortal Washington." 


George William Curtis then delivered 


the oratioc of the day.

John Jay, in 1795, 
issued a procl iniation for the llth of No- 
vember. The act, however, was seized 
upon by politicians, who maintained that 
he was seeking to flatter religious preju- 
dices. 


At an early psriod, also, the Majors 


of Nev York were accustomed to appoint 
a day of thanksgiving, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the council, and 
that of December 1C, 1799, appears to 
have been th( first so ordered, fet the 
ubserveuce ol the day until Gov. Clinton's 
time was moie or less broken. The fes- 
tival was kept, however, by Episcopalians 
jccordmg to the provisions of the prayer

time following their own preferences.
